Not  only,  however,  has  it  been  made  more  comprehensive, 
but  it  has  been  almost  entirely  re-arranged  on  a  plan  com- 
mending itself  to  many  distinguished  and  experienced  Church 
Musicians,  from  whom  also  many  valuable  hints  and  much 
kind  help  have  been  received.
